pursuant to the Solid Waste Management Act ("SWMA")/ N.J.S.A. 13:1E- 
9(d); and for good cause shown: 

IT IS on this _ day of _, 2019, ORDERED that: 

1. Defendants Joseph Wallace and Laura Wallace are jointly and severally 
liable for violations of the SWMA, N.J.S.A. 13:1E-1 et seq. and the 
regulations pursuant thereto, specifically N.J.A.C. 7:26-2.8(f), by 
operating a solid waste facility without a permit and specifically 
N.J.S.A. 13:lD-9d., by failure to allow access to inspect the Wallace 
Property, and that 

2. Defendants Joseph Wallace and Laura Wallace shall: 

a. Immediately cease receiving any and all fill material and/or 
,solid waste onto the property at Block 13 0, Lot 1.05, also known 
as 3 Silver Spruce Drive, Vernon, New Jersey (the "site"); 

b. Immediately provide access by NJDEP and/or individuals on 
behalf of the Department to delineate the area of disturbance and 
extent of the fill material brought onto the site, to perform any 
sampling of the material on site, and/or perform any other 
inspections of the property as the Department deems necessary to 
determine compliance with the SWMA, the Water Pollution Control 
Act, and the Highlands Water Protection and Planning Act; 

c. Within thirty days of this order, characterize all fill 
material to determine if it meets the definition of solid waste 
as defined at N.J.A.C. 7:26-1.6 and provide NJDEP an estimate for 
the cost of removal of the solid waste; 

d. Within ninety days of this order, remove and properly dispose 
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(in accordance with applicable New Jersey laws) of all fill 
material which meets the definition of solid waste on the site; 

e. Within 10 days of this order, provide NJDEP with full and 
complete documentation setting forth the source and nature of the 
material brought onto the site since 2009, including but not 
limited to all analytical results, receipts, bills of lading, and 
identification of all transporting haulers; 

f. Within 45 days of this order, place sufficient funds into 
escrow or an attorney trust account, to be identified by this 
Court, to guarantee adequate funds for removal of the solid waste 
on-site.
